TRAGIC STORY OF CHINESE LIFE. 


ie es 

Tho Peking Gazette of the 19th Decomber-con- 
tainsta remarkable and tragic story of Chinese 
life. One Li Knei-chéng was adopted when a 
child into another branch of the Li family, of 
ffonan, and inhorited a small proporty and a 
house, in which he went to live wilh his adopted, 
mother. «He had an elder brother-Li Té-hua 
who, his house having been burnt down, came 
with his wifs.and child to live with Li Kusi-ching, 
monopolising the greater part of tho honseand ac- 
oupying theland for his own benofit, making the 
younger Gi, who, boving byen alopted into 
another family was uow no longer his brother 
dat bis cousin, go and earn hid living outside. 
When the younger Li came of age he married 
and had a daughter, and anturally tried to re- 
game possession of the land and house which wore 
anquestionsbly his, ‘The elder ‘Li, however, was 
not: to be dispossessed, and the younger. one, 
having nothing to live on, act ont onthe tramp 
with his wifo and daughter, Ata wighbour- 
ing town he sold bis encambrances for sume 
twenty-nine dollars in copper cash, hired a whoel- 
barrow and trandled the purchase-money bask to 
his home. - In obedience to those dictate of filial 
piety which are so strong in the Chinese broast, 
ho gave twonty-six dollars from tho.proceeds of 
the sale of his Wifs and child, to his adopted mo- 
ther, and started out into the world again with 
the ramaining three dollars. As soon as ho had | 
gony, the elder Li forced the old lady to give up 
to him the monoy which she had reeaived: the 
younger Li returned, and when he somow hati 
naturally domandad tho restitution of the money, 
the eldor Li refused and gayo hia a beating. 
This was more than flesh and blood could stand : 
the-younger Liked boen robbed of his house and. 
land, ho had had to self his wife and child to 
support his adopted mather, and he had fo seo 
her robbed of tho procands, Tho wild justice 
of revonge took possession of him, and single. 
handed, in the middle of the night, he murdered 
Li Té-hus with Li To-hno’s wits and cbild. 

There is probably no conatry, in the world but, 
China whare the younger Liin such a case would 
not have been found guilty “with extennating 
circumstances,” and in China one would havo 
expovted that the filial piely which ho-displayed. 
would have plosded in his favour. . But the 
Governor of. Honan; who reports the cass to 
the throne, evidently takes no account of-the 
provooation which Li Kuel-cheng roceived. The 
only difficulty which troubles him in passing sen" 
tence is, whether the calprit is to be treated 1s a 
man who has murdered his brother or his cousin. 
YVoluminous as the criminal law of China is, 
there is no specific penalty prescribed for a man 
who murders one who is by blood his brother, 
but by adoption his cousin. “Tho Governor solves, 
tho difficulty by trenting the “ casy as an aggra~ 
vated form of the murder of threa perrous of & 
family the principal viotim of which was a cousin, 
ond passing B sentence one degree more severe 
than the one provided for the murdor of a cou- 
sin and two othor membors of his family; ” and, 
Li Knei-chéng is sontenced to death by the lin- 
ering process, Tho Governor concludes with a 
fouch of grim humour: the poor culprit “would 
have had to be panished for the minor offence 
of selling his wife, had he not boon executed for 
the capital crime,” Li Kuei-chéng is sliced 10 
pieoes for taking the law.into his own hands, a. 
capital crime in an «iid and settled country like 
China; but it cannot but seem to most people 
ono of those easea referred to in the niaxim, 
tuemmum jus summa injuria. 

‘There is snothor feature of Chinaso sooial life 
on which this wretched case seems to throw 
somo Jight; an@ that, is the difficulty the 
poor appoar to find in getting reparation 
for a wrong by means of the law. ‘There is 
no reason to imagine thet the Governor of 
Honan exaggerates inany way the injuries suf- 
Yorred by Li Kusi-cheng, and in scountry whore 
every offtcial is, bound to be the father of those 
under hia anthority, the safferer ought to have 
bean abla to find someone to keep up his case. 
He was ovidently a good, sort of a man as the 
world goes, When be is robbed of his jnherit; 
ance ho gas out into the world to seek: his own 
Living; ‘Yo our notions his sale of his wifo and 
children is sufficiently repugnant, but ho does 
this for the sake of bis adopted mother, not for 
his own sake, and he gives up to her twenty-six 
out of thé twenty-nine dollars that he re- 
coives.in payment. Elo must Nave been persia: 
tantly robbed by his older brother for some 
twouty years, for he was oly o child when ha 
was adopted, and yot in all that times he does not 
seem to bavo heen able to find a protester in the 
Inw. Surely this ia emphatically a vase for one , 
‘of the Censors to bring before the throne, end wo 
shall watch future issues of tho Peking Gasette 
with intérest; to see-if any notice is taken of | 
the meroilecs judgment of tha Governor of Ho-" 
nan of acrime which is really due to the re- 
missness of the magistrates of the province, who 
ought certainly to have beon at least roprimand- 
ed inthe momorial.—Datly News.

He held court 
first, then repaired to the Taiko tien to consult 
tho registérs, After’ brief repose he proooeded 
throngh the South Front Gato—rosorvod for the 
Emperor alono—to the Tomplo, where ropaira 
kad beon going on for months past, insite 
and out. The officials were all in attend- 
ance and tho bearers were dressed in band- 
“gome flowery red garments, with official bats 
surmounted: by yellow satin badges, He fasted 
and apent some time in contemplation in the 
Palaon of Fasting, after which ba ascanded tha 
Southern altar to offer aucrifico at midnight of 
the 21st. He was expected back in the palace by 
early morn on the 22nd to hold his nsual morning 
‘court. On his way through the front gate ho 
visited the two little yellow temples situated 
within tha enclosare of tha gate, oe on tha Bust 
and the other on the West.
